RUMOR THAT AMUNDSEN 
PLANE WRECK IS FOUND 


Place Given Not That to Which Ocean Cur- 
rents Normally Would Have Carried 
It, Expert Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 30.—An_ ex- 
change telegraph dispatch from 
Copenhagen says that the Oslo 


Aftenposten has received a mes- 
sage from Harstad reporting a ru- 
mor of the finding of wreckage in 
North Norway supposed to have 
come from the Latham o»lane in 
which Roald Amundsen disap- 
peared last June. The advices said 
that there was a disposition to re- 
ceive the report with caution until} 
further” investigation could be 
Inade. 

The report from Harstad said 
that the wreckage was supposed to 
have been found off the Lofoten 
Islands. 

Telephonic inquiries from Oslo 
qualified first reports that the 
wreckage of the plane actually had 
been found. 

The chief of the Norwegian 
Charting Deparament say: the gulf 
stream flows in an opposite direc- 
tion from that in which the wreck- 
age would normally have been car- 
ried to reach the spot indicated. 
He added, however, that extraordi- 
nary conditions had prevailed this 
vear. 

(Capt. Parker of the steamer Ho- 
meric reported Aug. 6 that the 
Gulf Stream had reversed its course 
between longitude 40 and 5 west.

An Oslo dispatch to the Associat- 
ed Press says: “Inquiries late to- 
day fail to substantiate rumors of 
the finding of wreckage of the 
Latham plane in which Roald 
Amundsen and five companions 
disappeared in June.” 

Advices from Oslo this afternoon 
quoted the Norwegian Admiralty 
as saying that the relief expedition 
aboard the sealer Hobby had been 
experiencing heavy gales and high 
seas during the last few days in 
its search for the Amundsen party. 

After exploring Queen Victoria 
isiand without any trace of the 
Amundsen group or the still miss- 
ing men of the Italia, the Hobby 
proceeded to Franz Joseph Land. 
Ice formed over the superstructure 
and covered the two airplanes car- 
ried on deck, putting them tempo- 
rarily out of action. The Hobby 
later proceeded toward Alexandra 
Land and followed the coast to the 
extremity of the land which was 
passed yesterday. 

Amundsen and his party disap- 
peared in June while flying across 
the Arctic region to join the forces 
at King’s Bey, Spitzbergen, search- 
ing for Gen. Nobile and his men of 
the Italian polar dirigible.

DENVER, Col., Aug. 30.—WNavi- 
gation of the upper part of the 
Yampa river canyon in Western 
Colorado, once rendezvous of train 
robbers and criminals the old 
West, has been accomplished by 
four men who reached the Fray 
Baker ranch, 80 miles from Craig, 
Colo., after a four-day journey 
through the perilous Yampa gorge.

IN U.S. 19 YEARS; SAVED 
FROM BEING DEPORTED 


Woman, Who Made One Ship, 
Won't Be Sent Back to 
Finland. 


By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Olsa 
Aulen, 22 years old, of West New 
York, N. J., is home again witn 
her mother, stepfather and sister, 
after eight months in the Bedford 
Hills Refoftmatory for gins and 


two months on Ellis Island, where 
she had been held for deportation 
to Finland as an undesirable alien. 

Yesterday her attorney, with an 
order obtained Monday from Fed- 
eral Judge Coleman, went down to 
Ellis Island, telling her she was 
free once more to enter the land 
where she had lived ever since she 
was three yeays old, and that she 
would not be sent to Finland. 
where she has neither friends nor 
relatives and where she does not 
understand the language. : 

Miss Aulen came to this country 
with her mother and stepfather 19 
years ago from Finland. She .t- 
tended public school in Brooklyn 
and then went to work. Her step- 
father did not become naturalize4 
until after she was 21, so she 4id 
not automatically pecome a citizen 
herself, 

In June, 1927, a friend invit24 
her to his apartment to arrange 
for a party. She went. An officer 
from the vice squad, who later said 
he had been watching the house, 
followed her in and arrested her 
aS a Wayward person. Her lawyer 
advised her to plead guilty. and 
she did. Magistrate Jean Norris 
sentenced her to a year in the. re- 
formatory. Judge Renard tater 
changed the sentence to six montns 
probation, which she violated wy 
failing to report after resenting 
remarks of the probation officer. 
She was taken before Magistrate 
Silberman, who sentenced her ‘oO 
another year at Bedford. She was 
released last June after serving S$ 
months, then the immigration au- 
thorities seized her for deporta- 
tion. 

But Judge Coleman held that 
one lapse does not make a woman 
bad and that whatever her char- 
acter, America had made her what 
she was.

On Same Site 45 Years—Dr Lee, Its Owner, | 
-84, Hopes to Reopen It in 
Another Building. 


Dr. Elbert J. Lee’s Museum of 
Aaatomy, at 11 South Broadway, is 
about to join the Olympic The.-ter, 
Tony A aust’s, the old Sout ern 
Hotel and the other favorites of a 


past generation which siood in ‘he 
Shadow of the Old Courthouse :°* 
Broadway and Market street. 

The window displays and the 
signs are gone. The dusty halls 
and the dusty grand staircase, once 
lined with impressive wax models 
of American Generals, Indian war- 
riors and fair ladies now echo te 
the tramp of the feet of moving 
men. Under the sagging roof and 
the broken skylight, stands te 
figure of Dr. Lee tenderly supervis- 
ing the removal of his 8000 or mivre 
glass-cased relics. 

On Same Site 45 Years. 

Time and the irresistible vupera- 
tion of condemnation ordinances, 
have forced the old museum from 
the site it has occupied for 45 
years. Dr. Lee fought as long as he 
dared, but this week, with a dis- 
possession suit pending in court 
and the danger of seeing his be- 
loved tigures set shamelessly into 
the street, he was furced to vacate. 

The exhibits are going temporar- 
ily into storage and Dr. Le: is 
speculating on the cost. of having 
them cleaned and put into A-nul- 
ber-one shape. He is hoping, with- 
in a week or two, to reopen his 
museum in the old Temple Buitd- 
ing, once St. Louis’ finest office 
building, at Walnut street . and 
Broadway. 

But in an office building, no 
matter how old, the Museum of 
Anatomy will never be what it was 
when Broadway was a real Broad- 
way and the young biades from 
the cafes and the theaters and the 
gambling houses stopped before the 
sign: “For Men Only; 25 cents; 
admission free; pay as you leave; 
no one under 16 admitted.” 

Established in 1874. 

Dr. Lee. who is 84 years old, 
pought the place 16 years ago 
after he had retired from a rural

A large sign, “Established itn 1874) 
by Drs. 8S. and A. Davieson,” which | 
hangs over the warped grand) 
staircase, indicates the age of the 
Museum,’ Dr. Lee recalis that the 
Daviesons bought their models in 
Europe, established themselves first 
on Fourth street and moved to 11 
South Broadway im 1883. He | 
bought the place from the widow 
of Dr. Sidney Davieson for $3000. 
Once, he said, he was offered $16,- 
000, but now, he admits, his stock 
is worth little if anything on the 
market. 
Tourville Remembers. 

G. 8S. Tourville, the “old book” 
man next doom recalls that’ the 
building was erected = in 1871. 
Originally a dime museum graced 
the premises and Tourville recalls, 
as a boy, that once he trod the 
boards on an amateur night. The 
Daviesons acquired the lease and 
threw out the dime museum. 
Tourville remembers vividly that 
as a youth he took a six-months’ 


course in physiology in the shadow 
of the wax figures. 

Dr. Lee, in his dusty private 
office which overiooks Broadway, 
admitted yesterday that his busi- 
ness Was not as good as it was 15 
years ago. However, he lays it not 
to the westward march of metro- 
politan progress but to the fact 
that his advancing years and his 
private practice have forced him 
to neglect his museum and leave it 
in the hands of assistants. 

Looking for New Site, 

He still has faith in the South 
Broadway biock and scoffs at 
neighbor Tourville’s suggestion 
that he move his museum to some 
place near the Union Station where 
his signs will catch the eye of rural! 
youth. 

“It is an educational! institution 
and it is recognized as one of the 
finest museums of its sort in the 
country.” he declares.

In fact, there is just one position 
in which the American, as far as 
the statistics go, is on a par with 
the senior organization. This is 
at first base. Here there are two 
great players to choose from-—one 
in each circuit... They are Jim Bot- 
tomley of the Cardinals and Lou 
Gehrig of the Yankees. They are 
the “standouts,” though the Na- 
tional also has two fine youngsters 
in Del Bissonette and Don Hurst. 
To offset the last pair, the Ameri- 
can can offer Lu Blue and Joe 
Judge. 

Bottomley and Gechrig Favored. 

However, with Bottomley and 
Gehrig going as they have this sea- 
son, there is little mention of the 
others in the balloting. Bottomley. 
until he recently went into a swat 
slump, was leading the Nationa! in 
just about everything, such as runs 
scored, runs batted in, doubles and 
triples and was always c!ose up in 
hitting and homeruns.

RUSSIANS HASTEN TO RENEW 
HUNT FOR ARCTIC EXPLORERS 


Refueled Icebreaker Krassin Re- 
turning to Kings Bay; Polar 
Night Is Near.

MOSCOW, Russia, Aug. ?0.— 
With the sun slipping away from 
the polar seas, the Russian ice- 
breaker Krassin is hastening its re- 
turn to Kings Bay, so that it may 
rresume the search for lost members 
of the Nobile Arctic expedition and 
the six missing rescuers under Ro- 
ald Amundsen. The Krassin has 
been refueled and has food suffi- 
cient for several months. 

Secretary Groza of the Soviet 
Rescue Commission, said that as 
soon as the vessel reached Kings 
Bay it would take aboard Aviator 
Chuckhnovsky and his plane. The 
fiyer was the first to find the two 
survivors of the “walking party” of 
the dirigible Italia.

Criticises Idea as Attempt 
to Put Government Se- 
curities Above Commer- 
cial and Industrial.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—-Onpo- 
sition of the Federa! Reserve Board 
to preferential discount rates by 
Federal Reserve Banks on loans 
secured by Government boiids was 
contained in a reply by Secretary 
Melion to an unnamed Clcaring 
House Association made public to- 
day by Gov. Young of the board. 
It was suggested in the bank’s let- 
ter that loans secured by Govern- 
ment bonds bear the same rvte of 
interest as the bonds. 

Noting that the recommen iation 
of_the association for a preferen- 
tial rate had been laid befcre the 
board, Mellon said the legal pro- 
cedure was for directors of the re- 
serve banks to initiate rates. , 

“When such rates are initiated,” 
he continued, “they are laid before 
the board for review and deter- 
mination. While the board un- 
doubtedly has the power to fix 
rates of discount for reserve banks. 
we see nothing in the present situ- 
ation to require such arbitrary ac- 
tion.”’ 

Mellon said the board was not 
attempting “to sidetrack any re- 
sponsibility it may have for reserve 
bank discount rates,” and added, 
“we advise your assuciation that, if 
any reserve bank should juitiate 
Such preferential rates us yo"l sug- 
gest, the board would be Cpposed 
to such procedure.” 


Cites Six Reasons. 

He cited six reasons in support 
| of the board’s conclusion, as fol- 
| jows: 

“It would not care to discrimi- 
hate against commerce and indus- 
try by approving a rediscount rate 
of as low as 3% per cent on col- 
lateral] notes secured by Govern- 
ment obligations, while simultane- 
Ously certain reserve banks would 
be permitted to charge 65 per cent 
on eligible commercial, agricultural] 
and industrial paper. 

“There is nothing in the present 
situation which would justify a 
lower rate on one class of Govern- 
ment securities over another. The 
previous action of the reserve 
banks that you refer to was a war. 
time measure only. 

“If your proposal was put into 
effect at the present time it would 
permit @ member bank to put 
United States bonds in the present 
market on a yield higher than the 
bonds bear, and the member bank 
would be prompted to rediscount 
to make such purchase solely for 
profit. 

Invitation for Profit. 

“Member banks own over four 
billions of United States Govern- 
ment bonds, and, upon reflection, 
we believe your clearing house 
will agree with us that the invita- 
tion for profit would be too great 
for many of the banks to resist and 
only result in inflation that eventu- 
ally would work widespryad disas- 
ter to our entire finaneial struc- 
ture and, indirectly, to the business 
interests of the country. 

“The proposed plan would have 
a strong tendency to appreciate the 
market value of the outstanding 
United States obligations bearing 
low rates and simultaneously de- 
preciate those bearing higher rates. 
developing artificial and unwar- 
ranted prices for the various Gov- 
ernment issues. 

“Under normal peacetime condi- 
tions the Treasury Department 
should and does pay the ordinary 
market rates for money the same 
as any other borrowers. Moreover. 
the credit of the United States Gov- 
ernment is so good that there is no 
occasion whatsoever of attempfing 
by artificial means to place United 
States Government securities in a 
favored position as compared with 
commerce. industry and agricul- 
| ture,

MARSHAL FAYOLLE BURIED 


Body Placed in Crypt Near Tomb 
of Napoleon.

PARIS, Aug. 30.—The body of 
Marie Emile Fayolle, figgst of the 
great war’s six Marshalls to die, 
today was placed in a crypt at the 
Cemetery des Invalides where 
eventually all the great Marshals 
will be grouped around the tomb 
of Napoleon. Feur Marshais of 
France, Foch, Petain, Lyautey and 
lranchet d'Esperey, with gog- 
starred batons in hand, marched as 
mourners, followed, by Premier 
Poincare and the Cabinet members, 
behind the caisson carrying the 
body. 

Marhsal Fayolle’s orderly led 
the dead leader's battle charge/ 
bridle down, and 10 non-comniis- 
sioned officers bore cushions on 
which were the Marshal's baton, 
sword and scores of decorations.

Harts, Military Attache, represent- 
ed the Amerfcan Embassy. Joffre 
was the only Marshal absent. He 
is in ill health. The procession 
passed between solid ranks of many 
thousands of troops. Officers’ 
swords, drums, bue¢les and flags 
were draped in crepe.

Its people had no time beforé for 
mass athletics or large  seceale 
games. The Polish Falcons were 
organized to teach our people, 
young and old, constructive play. 
To build sound minds, we must 
possess sound muscles. That & 
our slogan—a sound mind ina 
sound body. 

“Our program reaches into every 
branch of athietics. Our boys and 
girls throw the discus, py the 
shot, hold track meets, jump, play 
football, basketball, baseball and 
volley ball. Some of these games 
were introduced into Poland dur- 
ing the war by the Y. M. C. A. and 
have become exceedingly popular 
with the younger athletes. The 
field events, such as the discus 
throw, javelin hurling and pole 
vault, however, remain the most 
popular of Poland’s sports. 

“As we develop the bodies of 
our members, we also develop 
their characters. We show them 
how to live properly and heailthful- 
ly and we raise their mental along 
with their physical standards.” 
Countess Zamoyski is physical di- 
rector of the International Falcons. 

Praises American Physique. 

Count Zamoyski has been a lead- 
ing exmpnent of physical culture 
for many years. He has received 
decorations from several nations. 
His visit to America follows the 
completion of his work in Amster- 
dam, where he supervised the 
Polish program in the Olympic 
games. 

“The physique of the uverage 
American is to be envied,” he said. 
“He is capable, efficient and hardy, 
but what is more he is a sports- 
man. A fine mind—a good b- dy. 
Prohibition? No, in Poland, we 
teach temperance, and when neces- 
sary, abstinence. That is part of 
our character buliding.”

SYRACUSE, N. Y./ Aug. 30.— 
Gov. Smith, discussing campaign 
organization today in a i short 
speech to members of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, declared it 
is of prime importance to get out 
the vote on election day.

include those values that cannot 
‘be bought and sold. It is not the 
dvilized man, but the barbarian, 
who limits his scale of values to 
the acquisitive and possessive level. 

No doubt if the human con- 
giousness were more comprehen- 
gve, many “jokers” would appear 
in even Our most enlightened con- 
gption of values; and if all such 
“iokers” could be apprehended 
generally by mankind, perhaps we 
ould easily make this earth a 
pradise. We may be sure that 
‘there is a profound meaning in 
‘fhe line, “What fools we mortals 
be!” 

But, happily, it seems we need 
wt await the remote possibilities 
@a highly developed conscious- 
ness in order to nail certain dan- 
ferrous “jokers” in our eveyday 
fonomic and social life that are 
making fools of us even in “prac- 
flical” matters that we conceive as 
'‘@ supreme importance and are 
/pPrerally supposed to understand. 
"The Money Illusion’: reveals one 
@ these curious “jokers” in .no 
doubtful way. As we have noted, 
Money tends to be regarded, vague- 
ly but effectively, by our acquisi- 
tive society in general as a uni- 
‘Yersal measure of values; and yet 
here we have a scientific and thor- 


to prove a healthy shock to our 
complacency and render us sus- 
picious of our whole conception of 
value; but perhaps it won’t. Since 
we have all heard much talk of 
inflation and deflation of the cur- 
rency, it would be easier to assume 
that we already understand what 
Prof. Fisher has to Say. That is 
One serious trouble with us. There 
is so much talk about everythmg 
that we have become familiar with 
the tags of numerous ideas; and 
when we encounter’a familiar tag, 
we assume that the idea it repre- 
sents is familiar too, and therefore 
need not be examined. 

“What would we say,” asks Prof. 
Fisher, “if our yardsick, pound 
avoirdupois, bushel basket, gallon 
or kilowatt were to shrink and 
Swell—nearly four-fold—back and 
forth? Suppose that a railway 
company were to order railway 
ties six feet long and that the foot- 


rule were to quadruple in length 


before the time they were to be 
delivered; or suppose that a grain 
elevator were to buy 1000 bushels 
of wheat, but the bushel. basket 
meanwhile were to shrink to one- 
fourth its original size! Our dol- 
lar, the measure of value, neyer- 
theless changes as the yardstick 
might change if it were a rubber 
band, or as if the pound were 
made of something that takes up 
moisture from the air and after- 
ward dries out again.” Originally, 
we are told, a yard was the girth 
of a certain chieftain of a tribe— 
a ‘gird.’ What would we think 


today,” asks Prof. Fisher. “if we 


were to go back to the ‘gird,’ de- 
termining our yard by.the girth of 
the President of the United States? 
What would we think if carpet 
dealers, in terms of a yard so de- 
fined, made contracts during 
Taft’s adminigtration and fulfilled 
them during the present adminis- 
tration ?’’ 

It is the purpose of “The Money 
Illusion” to show that our dollar 
unit is no less ridiculous in prac- 
tical application than the “gird,” 
and yet it is the standard by which 
the welfare of men, women and 
children is largely detemined in 
this “modern age” that we hear 
so highly praised for its enlighten- 
ment and practicality. Prof. Fisher 
shows in an easily intelligible man- 
ner the fallacy in the general be- 
lief that by maintaining a constant 
weight for the gold dollar, the 
value is maintained. He shows 
how the real value of a dollar is 
controlled, not by its weight, but 
by the sect relation between 
the volume of commodities and 
the volume of money; how, owing 
to the illusion of permanent 
money value, commodities may 
seem to be rising or falling when 
they are substantially stationary. 
wages may seem to be rising when 
they are really falling, profits mav 
seem to exist when they are really 
losses, interest may be believed to 
be rewarding thrift when no real 
interest exists; and how this inst:- 
bility of the dollar may produce 
business depression, bankruptcy 
strikes, lockouts, class antagonis™, 
perverted legislation, bolshevism.

When it became known that le 
jeune Prince de Galles was in 
Paris every aristocrat and nota- 
bility in Paris desired to have the 
honor of entertaining His Royal 
Highness. But King George had 
wisely decreed that his son was 
not to take advantage of any pri- 
vate invitations except those which 
the Marquis considered desirable.
